This young, independent, and thriving 
republic, seems to be growing strong upon 
her own resources, in despite of her ene. 
mies. 

We have seen a catalogue of her laws 
(the Jatest acts of her Congress) which are 
wise and judicious. They embrace almost 
every concern Of peace and war, of com- 
merce and government, and seems to be 
equal and just. The following is the style 
of the Government: 

“The SENATE and HOUSE of RE- 
PRESENTATIVES of the REPUBLIC 
of TEXAS in CONGRESS.’ 

The following law has passed their Con- 
gress respecting Consuls, of whom they 
have sent one to all the principal towas of 
this Union: 

JOINT RESOLUTION 
Relative to Consulates. 

Section 1. Be it resolved, by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the Re- 
public of Texas in Congress assembled, 
That the Consular system of the United 
States of America be, and is hereby adopt- 
ed for the government of the consular agents 
of this republic, so far as its provisions may 
be suitable to the condition of Texas. 

Sec. 2. Be it further resolved, That it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
from time to time furnish said consuls with 
such instruction as may become necessary, 
for the proper regulation of the commercial 
intercourse between this and foreign eoun- 
tries, 


Sec. 3. Be it further resolved, That no} 


Consul of this republic shall be allowed to 
charge any fees for pessports or certificates 


of character or intentions,

The republic is filling up fast, and we 
may expect, ere long, to see it one of the 
most dense populations in North Ametica. 

The Telegraph of Houston, has a para- 
graph to the following amount; 

“IMPORTANT TO EmicRANTs.—The 
crowd of travellers on the road between 
Nacogdoches and Washington, has lately 
been so great that provisions have become 
quite scarce along the whole route. The 
emigrating families, therefore, who are 
joarneying westward, will do well to pro- 
vide themselves near Nacogdoches or San 
Augustine, with a sufficiency of provisions 
to supply their wants until they can reach 
the Brazos.”
